I have just finished reading Gray Barkers pulnicatj.on of Albeit Bender's 
story of the Three men in Black. Frankly I am not surprised at what it 

tells. .. Firstly because there is so much that it reveals lidiich is truth 
but also just as much that is so grossly misleading,and I feel that with 
intention, that I found it very hard to say vidiether’I considered it a good 
book or not. it depends from wdiat standpoint one approaches it. 

To begin with no sabe reader can help but observe that Bender makes a frank 
and open confession right at the start for an overfondness for the macabre 
revealing to any student of pyschology that his mental Ei^e up was weil 
fitted to be completely convinced that what he says took place later was 
in his mind very real. His account of the ' den of horrors' all openly 
showing before all this began, that he was a most unusual man. and tended 
to negative expressions . thus the natural law of life ?'■ +:}.at if we surrc 
ourselves v/ith the beautiful things , we draw beauty to us. or vise versa. 
Bender laid himself open well and truly for that which was to follow, unwit¬ 
tingly may be. but neverthe less, irrevocably like a magnet, the very thought 
forms he had so much dvifelt on in his creations of his den. " Took life " 
and naturally associated themselves with the studies he had so deeply in- 
voled himself in that of the Flying Saucers, Thus his experiences were 
half real half true, and became a mixture of things he ' had found out' 
and the strange workingsof his own mind in the macabre.
